On the 11th Hon. Aaron F. Perry, a 
prominent lawyer of Cincinnati, died at 
his home on Mount Auburn, aged 78. 
In 1870 Mr. Perry was elected to repre- 
sent the First district of Ohio in con- 
gress. 

On the 11th Elizabeth Smith, aged 
102 years, died at Georgetown, Ind. 

VICE-PRESIDENT STEVENSON has ap- 
pointed W. S. Daniels as his stenogra- 
pher. Mr. Daniels occupied a similar 
position when in the post office depart- 
ment with Mr. Stevenson. 

On the 13th Secretary Carlisle dis- 
missed ten temporary clerks employed 
in the second auditor's office. This re- 
duction of force was rendered neces- 
sary by the exhaustion of the appro- 
priation. i 

On the 13th, in the British house of 
commons, Sir William Vernon-Har- 
court, chancellor of the exchequer, an- 
nounced that the second reading of the 
Irish home-rule bill would be post- 
poned until after Easter. The state- 
ment was received with cheers by the 
opposition. 
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CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 9th the residence of A. D. 
Childress, president of the Los Angeles 
(Cal.) City bank, was destroyed by fire; 
loss, $50,000. 

On the 10th the schooners Glenwood 
and Enos B. Phillips drifted ashore on 
Nantasket beach, Massachusetts, and 
went to pieces. 

On the night of the 9th Bryce E. 
White, assistant cashier of the Walla- 
bout bank, Brooklyn, was arrested on 
a charge of embezzlement. 

Bosron was visited by a most destruc- 
tive conflagration on the 10th. Mag- 
nificent buildings recently erected on 
the burnt district of Thanksgiving day, 
18r9, together with their contents, to 
the value of $4,500,000, were burned. 
The most distressing feature of the fire, 
however, was the awful loss of life, esti- 
mated at over a score, and the serious 
injury of twice as many more. 

Tur British bark Alice M. Craig has 
bese wrecked at Rosario, on the west 
bank of the Parana, about 230 miles by 
water from Buenos Ayres, and Capt. 
Ross, master of the vessel, his wife and 
eight of the crew were drowned. 

A speciaL to the Duluth (Minn. ) 
News-Tribune, on the night of the 
19th. said that the town of New St. 
Louis was burning, and at the time of 
sending word several buildings had ai- 
ready been destroyed. New St. Louis 
is a manufacturing town about 20 miles 
from Duluth. 








Art Centre, Ala., on the 10th, Sherman 
Arp,colored, was hanged for the murder 
of George Pogue, an old white man, two 
years ago. On the scaffold he confessed, 
saying two white men had paid him to 
commit the crime and threatened to kill 
him if he failed. 

AT West Oakland, Cal., in a fight 
with burglars, one burglar was killed 
and one officer was shot through the 
body and badly wounded. 

Joun Witson, of South Bend, Ind., 
on the 11th, threw himself over a rail- 
road bridge and was drowned. ‘I'he 
act was caused by despondency. 

At Fresh-Pond, N. Y., on the morn- 
ing of the 12th, Daniel Nelson, once a 
member of the German emperor's body 
guard and a veteran of the Mexican 
war, was found hanging dead froma 
rafter in the garret of his ramshackle 
home. His throat was cut from ear to 
ear and there was a long gash on the 
back of his neck which had apparently 
been made with a razor. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

No news had been received of the 
missing freighter Naronic up to the 9th. 

Tue California legislaffre has passed 
a resolution to submit to the people a 
constitutional amendment removing 
the capital to San Jose, providing the 
latter city shall deed to the state ten 
acres of land and a bonus of $1,000,000. 
This action was taken because a local 
paper had been criticising the actions 
of certain members. 

Fish in the lakes near Faribault, 
Minn., are dying for want of air, owing 
to the ice hermetically sealing them in 
and smothering them. 

CHINESE authorities in Kashgar are, 
itis stated, preparing to seize that 
portion of the Pamir region occupied 
by Russia, and to which China lays 
claim. With a view to defending Rus- 
sian occupation two battalions of ar- 
tillery have been ordered to start in 
April to reinforce the troops now win- 
tering in the Pamirs. 

Tue United States supreme court has 
affirmed the judginent of the court of 
claims in favor of the letter carriers in 
the cases of Aaron S. Post and Frank 
Gates against the United States. Under 
this decision carriers are entitled to ex- 
tra pay for overtime, in the office or on 
their rout, any single day, regardless 
of lost time on other days. 

On the 15th a heavy snow-storm, ac- 


companied with violent winds, prevailed 
throughout the nortnwesu, ttetatiug 


Montana, the Dakotas, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. 

On the 13th the appraisers com- 
pleted the final statement of the assets 
of the Rockafellow bank of Wilkes- 
barre, Pa., which closed its doors on 
February 8 The amount of assets con- 
sidered as good, less the value of Rock- 
afellow’s mortgaged house, is $43,579, 
while the liabilities are $432,000. 

On the 13th the boycott on the Ann 
Arbor railroad was ordered lifted, 
pending a conference with the officials 
of the company, who had consented to 
listen to the men. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





LARGE sales of lands for coffee grow: 
ing are reported from the States of Vera 
Cruz and Oaxaca, Mexico, where both 
natives and foreigners are buying ex- 
tonsively, many Americans being in- 
cluded among the buyers. 

Tne Kansas Trust and Banking Com- 
pany, of which Senator Ingalls is presi- 
dent, closed its doors on the 14th. The 
liabilities of the concern are estimated 
at $800,000 and the assets will probably 
reach $700,000. 

Tur aggregate of free gold in the 
treasury on the 14th wasa little more 
than $5,000,000. 

GEORGE WINN, & vagrant negro, was 
sold on the block at Fayette, Mo., on 
the 14th, under the State vagrant law. 
His services for six months were bought 
by R. S. McCampbell for $20. 

ALLIE PyLres, aged 14 years, was 
fatally burned while cooking dinner at 
Little Rock, Ark., on the 13th. Her 
clothing caught fire, and before assist- 
ance could reach her all her outer gar- 
ments were completely burned. 

‘Tne Denison (Texas) compress burned 
to the ground on the 13th with about 
900 bales of cotton and 20 box cars. The 
total loss is about $159,000. The origin 
of the fire is unknown. 

STEERAGE traffic between European 
ports and the United States, which was 
discontinued on January Ist, last, has 
been resumed. 

A pozeN steamships arrived at New 
York on the 13th, and 2,170 immigrants, 
mostly Italians, were landed at Ellis 
Island. 

A BILL has passed the Arkansas Legis- 
lature permitting guarantee companies 
to do business in the State upon de- 
positing with the State Treasurer $50,- 
000 in United States or State bond. 

Mr. AND Mrs. J acos FIKF, of Pucyrus, 
Ohio, celebrated their diamond wedding 
on the 13th, having been married in 
Germany seventy-five years ago. Mrs. 
Fike is 96 and continues to look after 
ber husband. Her husband is 92 and 
can put in a good day’s work on the 
farm. 

TWENTY-FIVE persons were burned to 
death and $6,000,000 worth of prop >rty 
destroyed at Boston on the 10th. 

Tue producers of iron ore in the Lake 
Superior district are seriously canvass- 
ing the idea of forming a combination 
to resist the encroachments of the fur 
nacemen of the East. 





CABINET CRITICISMS. 


; Democratic Dissatisfaction with Cleve- 
nd@’s Selections. 

It is probably true, as reported, that 
the object of Carlisle’s latest visit to 
Lakewood was not to talk with Cleve- 
and about the silver issue, but 
to tell him how much profane lan- 
guage is coming from democratic 
mouths with regard to his cabinet se- 
lections. This eruption of adverse criti- 
cism does not all get into the newspa- 
pers—there is not room in them for the 
half of it~and so Cleveland does not 
know as much about it as those who 
mingle with the crowd and listen to 
theswearing. When Carlisle was named 
for secretary of the treasury, the demo- 
crats were well pleased, as they had a 
right to be, and they naturally ex- 
pected that the standard of merit thus 
indicated would be maintained in the 
choosing of his associates. But, to their 
surprise and chagrin, they soon learned 
that he was to be the only recognized 
party leader in the cabinet. As the 
other names were announced one after 
another, the process represented a 
gradual decline in point of ability and 
reputation. The place of first dignity 
and importance was ‘given to a man 
who never voted the democratic ticket 
until last fall. ‘Two personal cronies 
from New York were next added to 
the list. Then an unknown person was 
taken from Georgia; then a second-rate 
Nebraska politician out of a job was 
chosen; and finally the two remaining 
places go to two undistinguished indi- 
viduals hailing respectively from 
Massachusetts and Pennsylvania. 

The democrat who can contemplate 
such a distribution of the most impor- 
tant prizes in the gift of the president- 
elect without a feeling of decided dis- 
pleasure certainly does not care much 
for the honor and welfare of his party. 
‘It is easy to see that the cabinet has 
not been constructed with a view to 
avoiding unfriendly criticism from 
those who had a right to suppose that 
their wishes and sentiments would be 
respected in the matter. A majority 
of the appointees are from republican 
states, and their average stature as 
public men is below that of any former 
cabinet in the history of the country. 
All of the recognized democratic lead- 
ers, with a single exception, have been 
systematically and superciliously ex- 
cluded. There is no intimation in the 


case thafcleveland cotsiders himself 
under any obligation to bis party, or 


cares a cent.what it thinks about his 
cabinet. He has evidently made up 
his mind to have a personal adminis- 
tration, and to play the boss in the full 
sense of the term. It remains to 
be seen how much trouble he will en- 
counter in carrying out such a theory. 
Hesurelv cannot escape a large measure 
of resistance. There is not enough ad- 
vantage in the patronage to protect 
him against the opposition that he is 
inviting, and he will find that his per- 
sonality a’one is not sufficient to 
counteract the widespread dissatisfac- 
tion that is to be anticipated if he pro- 
poses to continue the policy with 
which ke has started.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


AS TO CONDITIONS. 


The Democratic Financlers a Difftcalt 
Crowd to Sult. 

What sort of a ‘‘condition”’ do demo- 
cratic statesmen want, anyway? In 
1887 President Cleveland in his famous 
message to congress said: 

“You are confronted at the threshold of your 
legislative duties with a condition of the na- 
tional finances which imperatively demands im- 
mediate and careful consideration * * * 
The public treasury, which should only exist 
as a conduit conveying the people's tribute to 
its legitimate objects of expenditure, becomes 
a hoarding place for money needlessly with- 
drawn from trade and the people’s use, thus 
crippling our national energies, suspending 
our country’s development, preventing invest- 
ment in productive enterprises, threatening 
financial disturbance and inviting schemes of 
public plunder.” 

After enumerating some of the meth- 
ods employed by his administration to 
dispose of the surplus, President Cleve- 
land continued: 

“While the expedients thus employed to re- 
lease to the people the morey lying in the 
treasury served to avert immediate danger, 
our surplus revenues have coutinued to ac- 
cumulate, the excess for the present year 
amounting on the Ist day of Decemtser to 55,- 
258,701.19, and estimated to reach the sum of 
#113,000,000 on the 30th of June next, at which 
date it is expected that this sum, added to prior 
accumulations, will swell the surplus in the 
treasury to #140,00Q,000."’ 

Further on Mr. Cleveland again re- 
ferred to the gravity of the situation, 
saying: “It is a condition that con- 
fronts us—not a theory,” and advised 
legislation for the relief of the 
plethoric treasury. The democratic 
house attempted to mend matters by 
passing the Mills tariff bill, but the 
remedy wasso much worse than the 
disease that it failed to get through the 
senate. The next congress, however, 
enacted the McKinley law, which 
largely reduced the revenue, and the 
republican administration applied the 
surplus to the most practical uses. In 
Mr. Cleveland’s words, it “released to 
the people the money lying idle in the 
treasury,” and put it where it would do 
the most good. ‘That is, .it followed to 
excellent advantage his advice to dis 
tribute the surplus which his own ad- 
ministration found no way to dis- 
pose of. ; : 

And yet the conditions do not satisfy 
democratic statesmen. When the 
treasury was overflowing they wanted 
the money spent. Now that the sur- 
plus has been distributed they are talk- 
ing just the other way. In the senate 
the other day Mr. Gorman, democrat, 
of Maryland, said the condition which 
confronted the country was such that 
he did pot see how the senate could 
possibly increase expenditures, and be 











added: “We are in front of a cunditiun 
serious and alarming.” 

Confronted with two such widely dif- 
ferent views expressed by eminent 
democrats, the question naturally 
arises: What sort of a condition would 
suit them?—Troy Times.

Must Stop for a Season. 
WasHINGTON, March 17.—The civil 
service commission has taken the nec- 
essary action to cancel all examinations 


| scheduled to be held between March 21, 


1893 and June 30, 1893, in the states of 
Missouri, Dlinois, Ohio, Indiana, New 
York, Wisconsin, Iowa, Nebraska, Néw 
Jersey, Connecticut, Deleware, Idaho 
and Wyoming, also the examinations 
scheduled for Pittsburg, Pa., Garden 
City, Kan., Grand Junction, Colo., and 
Salt Lake City, Utah. 

In explanation of this action Com- 
missioner Roosevelt said that the can- 
cellation of both of these dates was 
made necessary by the failure of con- 
gress at its last session to appropriate 
sufficient money to pay the traveling 
expenses of the examiners. 

When the schedules were prepared 
the commission had barely enough 
funds available to doits work. Subse 
quently, by order of the president, all 
of the free delivery postoffices were in- 
cluded within the classified service. 
This additional work necessitated a con- 
siderable expenditure, and when a defi- 
ciency became apparent the commission 
asked congress for $1,000,000 to cover 
the time until next year’s appropriation 
became available, explaining that the 
work of the commission could not be 
continued without it. The deficiency 
appropriation was not made.

of Early English Railroading Together 
with the Latest. 


New York, March 15.—At 8 o'clock 


Central yards. There were seven cars 
and an engine such as ordinarily seen 
on the Central rozd, but in addition to 
these were two odd-looking cars, or 
coaches, as they are more properly 
called, and an engine of decidedly for- 
eign make. A passenger car was also 
in the make-up, thus making the train 
six freight cars, one American passen- 
ger car an extra engine and two cars 
unlike any ever seen on an American 
railroad, either freight or passenger. 

In the freight cars were models of 
engines and railway cars used fifty 
years ago on English railways when 
steam as a motor power was in its in- 
fancy. The models are sent by the 
London & Northwestern railway of 
Great Britain as exhibits at the World’s 
fair. They are valuable from the fact 
that they are models of mechanical ap- 
pliances in the earlier steam engines 
and cars, and can nowhere be dupli- 
cated. In the passenger car of this 
particular train were eighteen train- 
inen from the London & Northwestern 
railway who are in charge of the mod- 
els and who will also act as a train 
crew for the two cars and engine also 
sent by the greatest railway corpora- 
tion in Great Britain.
